SAN FRANCISCO 一 It seems 
that during election time, politicians 
areasthick asfleas onadog,but after 
the elections they are nowhere to be 
found. One notable exception to this 
rule is SF Supervisor Nancy 
Walker, who held a luncheon press 
conference last Thursday at the 
Golden Pavillion Restaurant. 

Walker said the purpose of the 
conference Was to get acquainted 
with the Chinatown press and to give 
the press the opportunity to voice 
Some of the concerns of the 


community- 
EVERYDAY 

“Oftentimes,the City Hall press is 
the only press Were Subjected to 
Since We see them everyday in the 
press Toom at City Hall， she 
observed. 

“But SF is a city ofminorities, and 
it is important that local government 
reflect the concerns of those who 
make up the city.”She added that 让 
was also important for citizens to 
understand what the 了 Board of 
Supervisors does and does not do, 
This aiso was a reason for 


Thursday's meeting. 

As a member of the Board of 
Supervisors Health Committee， 
Walker said she was particular 
concerned with the plight of 
medically indigent adults (MIA'-s). 

As a result of state Medi-Cal 
changes,care ofMIA':Sshavebecome 
the responsibility ofthe city. Undera 
highly controversial plan approved 
by Mayor Feinstein, all MIAs will 
be caredfor at SF General Hospital. 
(E/ 歼 12/8/82) 

CRITICAL 

Walker was sharply critical of the 
plan， which she said left the MIA:s 
“out in the cold.2” 

“There are a number of reasons 
why we should contract with 
community “hospitals such ”as 
Chinese Hospital to care for 
MIA:s.” She cited language and 
Space problems as two overriding 
concerns. “It's ridiculous to be 
Serving people from this area at 
SFGH,”she declared. 

The reason that all MIA'S willbe 
treated at SFGH is because the 
mayor is unwilling to use city funds 


Thai Stonewares at 
Asian Museum thru Jan. 


The Asian Art Museum features five newly-acquired painted 
Stoneware pieces from northern Thailand, created during the l4th and 
15th centuries in the kingdom of Sukhodqaya，The high-fired 
stonewares, decorated with an iron-based pigment and covered with a 
light gray or clearish glazed, reached markets in the Philippines and 


Indonesia. 


Many became prized possessions of Japanese tea masters for use as 
incense burners，water droppers or miniature pitchers，The pieces 
were often in the shape of animals，such as the paired ducks shown 
above. None of the pieces at the Asian Art Museum has been displayed 


before， 


The Asian Art Museum is located in Golden Gate Park and is open 


from 10 am to5 pm each day， 


to supplement the funding provided 
by the state for MIA care. “ 工 
disagree very Strongly with the 
mayor's decision not to Support the 
Supplemental fonding,” she de- 
clared. 

The reason Feinstein has refused 
to use the city funds，informed 
Walker' is because the mayor feels 
that the Health Dept， has 
Overestimated the number of MIA':s 
in the city and feels that additional 
funding is not required. But if the 
Health Dept. estimates are correct， 
as Walker believes，“I predict there 
Will be a crisis very Soon.” 

On . the issue -of high rise 
development， Walker said she 
Supports Testrictions on the Spread 
of downtown “high-rise “ o 包 ce 
buildings to adjacentneighborhoods. 
“But so .far,”she admitted, “our 
efforts have been unsuccessful.” 

ANXIOUS 

Any controls on development 
would have to _await the completion 
of a “Super EIR_ (Environmental 
JImpact Report)”on downtown, now 
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being prepared by the Planning 
Dept. She and other Supervisors are 
anXious to get Some kind of 
Tegulations in place，'for the sake of 
the community，for the developers 
and for the neighborhoods.” 

Walker said She generally 
Supports height limits to protect and 
Preserve the character of the city's 
neighborhoods. She mentioned the 
Significant effects on wind and Sun 
patterns tall buildings have. 

”Its a Very Significant question， 
especially in Chinatown,，”with its 
limited open Space areas and the 
unique character of the area. “It has 
to do with the quality of life in this 
city,” Stressed the Supervisor，and 
we have to do a better job of 
planning.” 

Walker criticized the failure ofthe 
Residential Hotel Ordinance to 
preserVe residential hotels for low- 
income and elderly tenants.“Ihe 
controls ,have not Worked,” she 
asserted and urged the passage of 
stricter measures to protect SFE?s 
dwindling number of residential 
hotels. 

She was also displeased with the 
Board of Supervisors failure to pass 
emergency legislation on heating 
requirements for residential hotels. 
“We need enforceable standards for 
heating,”asserted Walker.“With- 
out these standards，hotel owners 
can continue not turning on the 
heat.”

Court of Appeals Reverses 
CholSoo Lee's2nd Conviction 


SACRAMENTO 一 The state 
court of appeals reversed atrial court 
conviction of 玉 orean imrmigrant 
Chol Soo Lee forfirst-degreemurder 


immunity benefits the Witnesses 
could gain by fabricating a Story，. 
Such a fabrication, it held, directly 
affected Lee's self-defense theory. 

IThroughout the case，Lee had 
maintained that the victim Morrison 
Needham， an - avowed “White 
Supremacist, had attacked him， and 
that Lee had killed Needham to 
protect himself. 

The“most egregious error ”the 
court found was the trial judge's 
refusal to give the jury an adequate 
instruction about Second-degree 
murder， Given the _ evidence,“the 
jury could have determined that a 
physical struggle took Place between 
Needham and defendant.” 

With those facts accepted by the 
courtb a jury of reasonable persons 


Spending ten years in prison，Lee 
may SoOon be released. 

Though his supporters，many of 
them from the Asian American 
community，were happy about the 
development，they-” were cautious 
about any premature celebration . 
Theybelievethatthe authorities may 
ask for a retrial. 

REVERSIBLE 

“There were over 15 grounds that 
WwWe .felt were Teversible error 汪 
explained Wilfred Lim, a member of 
the Committee Io Free Chol Soo 
Lee.“The court only ruled two were 
prejudicial and had no comment on 
the others.” 

This, he lamented, meant that in 
any retrial，the prosecution could 
bring in the Same evidence and try 
the case in basically the same way 
except for those two areas isolated 
by the appeals court.

With regard to television, the 
Sansei Coro fellow .stated that 
many stations feel that minority 
,issues are of interest to only a 
limited audience. “Television is 
looking for stories ,with mass 
appeal,”she said. Conseqtently 
Iminority issues are often ignored 
by television, 

The solution，she suggested， 
Was for reporters to integrate 
Iminority issues into broader news 
Stories, showinghowlargerissues 
affect Specific minority commun- 
ities.“This is one way to getmass 
appeal while focusing on a 
Specific minority community.” 

RESIGNED

excluded from everyday cover- 
age. The community wants to be 
understood, but is afraid because 
of past treatment by the media.” 

One television station recently 
went into the Western Addition 
for a reenactment of a crime 
Which it was covering.“Theyjust 
didnt understand the Teper- 
cussions,” of having the people 
re-live the incident，ITrejo said as 
She cited this example of media 
SensitiVity， 

PULSE 

With 4796 of SF composed of 
minorities,these communities are 
an integral part of the city and 
deserVe coverage, Trejo asserted. 
“The media claims to represent 
the pulse ofthe city，but 4796 of 
the pulse goes unnoticed. The 
pulse of the city can be found on 
the 25 Bryant (bus), not just on 
the cable cars.” 

Trejo rejected the claims of 
many publishers and station 
managers that there is no mass 
appeal for coverage of minority 
news andthatthe coverage is thus 
economically unfeasible. 

“There'safeelingthatminority 
communities are outside of the 
media market,” she lamented. 
But minorities go to the Empori- 
um; they Shop at Safeway, too.?”

Trejo urged ethnic commun- 
ities to _ learn to “massage the 
media,” to understand what 
makes an attractive Story to 
newsSpapers or television stations 
and to present possible stories to 
the media with this in mind. 

“Third World communities 
have to learn to play the game,” 
She noted， These commnunities 
have to be more active in 
establishing media contacts and 
refining media skills. 

MANAGEMENT 

The final Presentation was 
provided by Alan Ihomas，who 
discussed management's role in 
coverage of TIhird World 
communities.， 工 homas stressed 
the need for greater hiring of 
Iminority perSsonnel by the media， 
especially for roles in the higher 
level， 


“There's a tremendous need 
for more Third World 
participation in management,” 
工 homas asserted.“Ihat's where 
the decisions are made abonut 
What is news and what isn t.” 

He also stressedtheeconomic 
incentives for providing greater 
Iminority Coverage. He Said that 
when questioned, most manage- 
ment personnel feels that there is 
no market potential for news and 
advertisements ， directed at 
minority communities， 

But， Ihomas noted, very little 
market research has actually 
been done to Support this 
asSuimption. 开 such research 
were done，Ihomas claimed， 
managers Would discover that a 
tremendous market does indeed 
exist for minority coverage. 

RECOMMENDATIIONS 

Each  Speaker made Some 
Iecommendations to _ increase 
media coverage of 工 hird .World 
communities，Reporters Should 
establish contacts within several 
different community agencies; 
Speak with community residents; 
avoid going to the same person as 
a “community Spokesperson?” 
each time there is a story in the 
community; focus on broad issues 
and how they affect the specific 
community;， and ayoid sensa- 
tionalizing, 

Community groups should 
develop media skills，(writing

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The citys 
famed 109-year-old cable cars are 


0Ome of its most well recognized 


Symbols，They form the nation's 
Only moving ”historic monu- 
ent，and the only operating 
cable car system in the world. 

The basic characteristics of the 


cable car system have remained 


Virutally unchanged since that 

oung innovator Andrew Hallide 
cd the first tiny car down 
the Clay Street hil on Aug， 1， 


1873，9Since its inception，the- 
“System had grown to accomp- 


modate over 12 million passen- 
geis a year 一 local residents and 
tourists alike. 

IThe San Francisco cable car 
System， however， was not 
designed to endure for over 3 
century or to withstand modern 
day traffic loads, As a result，the 
System Was shut down on Spet. 22， 
1982, and a $58.2 million dollar 
“rehabilitation”designed to over- 
haul the entire system is now in 
Drogress， 

Harry Chin，one of four 
Tesident engineers (and the only 
Chinese) of the Cable Car 
Rehbabilitation “program refers to 
the ”infamous trolley cars 
as “endangered species.” 

“There have been several 
attempts to shut the system down 
permanently in the past,”Chin 
Tecalled, “because the cars were 
unreliable and simply not a safe， 
efficient system ， 

“But,” he continued,“there is 
something about the people of San 
Erancisco 一 they just love the 
cable carsl” 

UPCRADE 

According to Chin，“it had been 
decided that 证 the cable cars were 
to continue to be around，we had 
to really upgrade the system. And 
thats what we're doing now.” 

The engineer is in charge of one 
of the major aspects of the 


1150% 
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rehabilitation program 一 the 
renovation of the historic_ central 
car barn,， located at the corner of 
Washington and Mason Streets， 

While the entire project has 
been divided into seven separate 
contracts, the $17 million car barn 
renovation contract is the largest 
and directly effects the China- 
town area， 

The central car barn，asserted 
Chin，is the“powerhouse”of the 
entire System and must be 
reinforced to meet current earth- 
quake requirements，. 

MONUMENT 

Originally built in 1887, the 
barn was almost completely 
destroyed by the 1906 earthquake 
and fire. The brick frame which 
Was Iebuilt after the earthquake is 
the same one which stands today. 

“In 1964,”states the 38-year- 
old Chin，“the barn was declared 
anational monument, As a result， 
OUI Work must ensure that the 
existing” structure ”TIremains 
untouched, and only the insidqe is 
Ienovated and reinforced.” 

Harry Chin is a native of 
Springfield，Illinois where his 
family was the only Chinese 
family.， They moved to the Bay 
Area in 1960，He has since 
received his Bachelors degree in 
Civil Engineering， from the 
University of California at 
Berkeley, and his Master's degree 
from San Jose State University， 

“As the resident engineer,”Chin 
related,“basically what I do is to 
See that all work is done according 
to the plans，within the budget， 
and within the given time period， 

“We cant allow this-project to 
take longer than it is _ scheduled 
because of the effect it may have 
on the San Francisco tourist 
trade,”warned Chin， 

SERIOUS 。 

The shutdown is scheduled to 
last for two winters and only one 
summer in an effort to protect the

“There is a lot of noise，traffic， 
and dust in that small area， 
complicated by the fact that 
PGSAE is also doing work in that 
neighborhood,”he explained. 

GUNG-HO 

“People stop by and look and 
ask questions ， about the 
construction,” continued the 
engineer. “They seem to be 
gung-ho about it, and really don't 
Seem to be concerned so much 
about the impact or the 
inconveniences. 

“In this job，we cant afford to 
have negative feedback,”Chin 
confessed.“We have to maintain 
OUIT high level of awareness for 
the public.

Aside from bringing the barn up 
to_ earthquake standards，Chin is 
also _ involved in renovating the 
actual drive machinery which 
propells the cables throughout the 
city streets， 

The huge 700 horsepower 
electric motor in the barn will be 
replaced by four smaller inde- 
pendent drive systems，， This 
innovation，Chin predicted，will 
enable problems on one line to be 
isolated and thereby prevent a 
shutdown of the entire system ， 

INNOVATIONS 

Other innovations include a 
Special alarm system to detect 
cable damage; -deeper tracks in 
the streets to prevent hazar- 
dous conditions for_ automobiles 
and cable cars in wet weather， 
and a_new underground viewing 
room for visitors to observe the 
drive machinery at the central 
barn，Sewer pipes and street 
Surfaces at Some locations will also 
be improved， 

The new cable car system， 
designed by local engineering firm 
Chin and Hensolt (no relation to 
Harry Chin)，should last another 
one hundred years.“Overall,” 
Chin concluded,“San Franciscans 
can look forward to a safer,， more 
efficient cable car system .”
